19 Candidates file for primary

A total of 19 Romulus residents 
have taken out filing petitions from 
the city clerk’s office as of Monday 
afternoon, indicating that they plan 
at this time to seek nominations for 
one of the 12 elected offices at stake 
in the Sept. 10 primary election. 

Heading the list of five possible 
candidates for the mayoral 
nomination are incumbent Mayor 
William M. Oakley and James C. 
Stewart, former mayor from 1975-77. 

Also taking out petitions for the 
mayor’s race are: Ed Fall, former 
director of the city building 
department, who was fired several 
months ago by Mayor Oakley; Ed 
Rush, prominent city florist who 
initiated a lawsuit against the city 
alleging violations of the Open 
Meetings Act; and Robert Plank, a 
political unknown. 

Rush and Fall also took out 
petitions for the council race in 
which all seven seats are open. 

Also seeking nomination for one of 
the council’s two year terms are: 
Charles Hazen, former dty in- 
dustrial coordinator; Edward 
Thomas; incumbent Mary Ann 
Banks, current council president; 
incumbent Jimmie Raspberry; 
incumbent Ray Cantrell; Barry 
Bauman; Howard Bruce; and 
Richard Campbell, strong backer of 
We the People, a group of citizens 


who help sponsor Meet the Can- 
didates Night. 

In the contest seeking nominations 
for the clerk’s office, incumbent 
Leonard J. Folmar, a nine-year 
veteran in that office, and Jerry 
Kubiak, former director of safety 

and regulations, took out filing 
petitions. 

Vying for nominations for 
treasurer are incumbent Helen 
Gallien and Beverly McAnally, 
presently a member of the city 
council.

Council does turnaround; 
will pay Rush's legal fees 


It took a special closed session 
Saturday morning, but the Romulus 
City Council backpedalled on action 
taken last week and voted 4-0 to pay 
for legal fees incurred by a city 
florist who sued the city for violation 
of the state’s Open Meetings Act. 

Last week, council voted 4-3 to 
continue the lawsuit which was 
scheduled again last Monday in 
Wayne County Circuit Court. 

At that time, council’s vote 
ignored advice by Charles Lowther, 
city attorney, to pay attorney fees 
for Ed Rush rather than to right the 
suit which he told them was a lost 
cause. 

Rush informed the Roman that his 
lawyer, Stephen Danko, had 
received a call Sunday at his home 
from Dennis Nystrom, a senior 
member of the law firm hired by the 
dty, telling him that the council had 
agreed to pay approximately $2,500 


in legal fees Rush had run up in his 
suit against the city. 

Rush had agreed to drop the suit if 
the city paid his legal fees, evidently 
feeling that he had made his point. 
Last October, Rush was successful 
in obtaining an injunction from the 
circuit court forbidding closed 
council sessions and ordering that 
body to post notice of open meetings 
within the time limits specified by 
the Open Meetings Act. 

Lowther, prior to last week’s 
council decision to fight the lawsuit, 
had informed council members that 
Judge Charles Farmer’s summary 
judgment indicated the city officials 
could be found guilty separately if 
they encouraged and-or participated 
in a closed council session. 

Voting for dropping the suit 
Saturday were council members 
Mary Ann Banks, Beverly 
McAnally, Jerry Canejo and Junior 
Block, the only four members who 


showed up. Absent were Jimmie 
Raspberry, Ray Cantrell and Mary 
Carter. 

Last week, Cantrell and Rasp- 
berry had voted to continue the 
lawsuit, but Carter had voted to 
have it dismissed. 

Asked to comment on council’s 
apparent change of heart, Rush 
said, “I’m still concerned. When I 
found out that the city treasurer 
wanted to erase the minutes of that 
closed meeting, I considered that a 
breach of public trust.” 

“I can’t help but wonder what else 
she’s doing in view of her being the 
official who handles the public’s 
money.” 

Rush said he was “happy” 
however, that council now seemed to 
be embarked on a consistent policy 
of posting meetings within specified 
time limits and refraining from 
further violations of the Open 
Meetings Act.

School employes ink pacts 


An eight-percent salary increase 
and improvements in fringe benefits 
are included in new contracts 
ratified last week by the Romulus 
board of education and two union 
locals representing 177 supervisory 
and working members. 

The approved agreement with 
Local 1917, comprised of three 
maintenance and operational 
supervisory personnel, was only for 
the period ending June 30, 1979. 
Negotiations for next school year 
will begin immediately, said Terrel 
M. LeCesne, director of employe and 
labor relations. 


The contract with 174 members of 
Local 64, which includes bus drivers, 
custodians, cooks, maintenance 
workers, transportation personnel 
and clerical employes, was made 
retroactive to July 1, 1978. Except 
for reopening of wage negotiations 
in the last year of the contract, the 
pact covers a three-year period, 
LeCesne said. 

Both locals will receive an eight- 
percent salary boost for the current 
school year. However, LeCesne 
explained, Local 1917 will open 
immediate wage talks for new in- 
creases for the coming school year. 


For the 1979-80 school year, Local 
64 members will get another two- 
percent salary raise, with a cost of 
living allowance ranging from 10 
cents to 35 cents per hour. 

In the last year of their contract. 
1980-81, Local 64 members will 
reopen salary negotiations, he said. 

In the area of fringe benefits, 
LeCesne said members of both 
groups will get a hike of $2,000 in 
their life insurance, a dental plan is 
being added to their medical in- 
surance, and mileage rate for use of 
their persona) cars has been boosted 
from 16 cents to 18 cents, per mile, 
he added.

Good Locks: Buy time ; cause burglars to do time 


NOTE: For your safety is an 
ongoing crime prevention column 
provided by the Michigan Fraternal 
Order of Police, a state-wide law’ 
enforcement association dedicated 
to greater police professionalism.

Proper locks for your doors, 
windows and doorwalls are your 
first line of defense against burglars 
and intruders. They make a dif- 
ference, when installed and used, in 
encouraging or discouraging the 
criminal mind from selecting your 
home as a target. If you doubt it, just 
ask any member of the Michigan 
Fraternal Order of Police. 

Most law enforcement officers 
classify most doors and locks as “3- 
minute” types — indicating the 
amount of time it would take only a 
fair break-in artist to get through 
them. After reading this article, we 


hope you may be able to put your 
home into the “10-minute” category 

First — know that if the locks on 
your home are five or more years 
old, they are outdated and may be 
unsafe, even if the knobs are still 
good You should replace them 

With locks, as with other things, 
you tend to get what you pay for The 
more expensive models usually are 
made of heavier metals and the 
inner parts are made with greater 
precision, which helps make them 
more effective Most police officers 
are convinced that you shouldn’t 
skimp here because of costs. 

If your home is of recent vintage, 
the builder probably installed a key- 
in-the-knob type of spring latch. 
When you shut the door, the latching 
device is sprung automatically to 
hold the door shut and locked But 
intruders can quickly and easily (in 
less than 30 seconds) overcome 
cheaper spring latch-type locks by 
simply slipping a plastic credit card 
through the crack and tripping the 
spring-operated latch to open even a 
locked door. 


One quick and easy solution is to 
install a plate, extending at least 18 
inches above and below the latch 
area to thwart a would-be card 
artist. Make sure such plates or 
mouldings are fastened securely so 
they cannot be pried off easily. 

Another solution, of course, is to 
replace spring latch mechanisms 
with one that has a “dead-latch” 
feature. This type of lock features an 
immovable latch, or bolt, when 
locked — and it cannot be jimmied 
with a plastic card or other tools. 
Again, the quality versions have 
latches or bolts that extend deeply 
into the door frame — look for those 
that go in at least 1 inch. Some 
burglars use tools that can press 
door frames apart springing a lock 
with a short bolt. 

A standard single-cylinder 
deadbolt lock opens from the outside 
with a key, from the inside with a 
thumbpiece — the major difference 
between it and the spring latch and 
the spring latch with “dead-latch” 
feature. This lock is best suited for 
entry doors with no glass or windows 
nearby. Burglars are known to

break a nearby window and reach in 
to open the thumbpiece and the door 
handle to gain entry. This type of 
lock, though, with a 1-inch deadbolt 
length, and proper security 
precautions (grilles or screens) on 
nearby windows, is an effective 
deterrance. 

A word of caution about “double 
cylinder” deadbolt locks which 
require two keys, one outside and 
one inside, to open them From a 
police standpoint, their use in an 
unoccupied home (while you are 
away on vacation, for example), will 
help prevent a burglar from 
carrying out large items such as 
television sets and furniture — even 
if he can break in, say. through a 
window. 

But fire officials are taking a close 
look at these locks. Most of them 
recommend keeping the inside key 
in the latch while occupants are 
sleeping — or at least within six feet 
of the door You — as well as a 
burglar — cannot get out in case of 
an emergency. Weigh your security 
needs with common sense 

Newer features — commonly 
called "anti-panic-anti-burglary” 
double security locksets with instant 
locking release — also are now on 
the market. They combine all the 
security benefits of a single-cylinder 
deadlock and dead-latch door lock, 
with another vital safety feature. 
With this lock there is no need to 
open a door from the inside with a 
key or a thumbpiece. The 
mechanism allows you to open both 
of its locks — the deadbolt above and 
the regular spring latch mechanism 
below it — with one split-second 
twist of the interior knob 

The newer types of locks, in- 
corporated into a door knob, tend to 
be more difficult to overcome. But 
such a lock should be checked 
regularly for they tend to loosen in 
their mountings — and a loosely 
mounted lock does encourage in- 
truders. 

Now, after all of this on locks and 
lock types, you should also know 
this: There is hardly a lockmaker in 
the business who is willing to bet 
that any lock is absolutely un- 
pickable or cannot be overcome by 
the skilled, determined and well- 
equipped burglar. 

You are fortunate that the average 
home is more threatened by op- 
portunistic amateurs than by har- 
dened professionals We know the 


most a lock can do for you — even 
the best and most expensive types — 
is lo buy time by making it ex- 
ceedingly difficult for the intruder to 
force Thai amount of time, from 
under 3 minutes to 10 minutes or 
more, can make it easier for our 
police officers to apprehend or th- 
wart them. 

You must remember, most 
"burglars (by their own admission 


during interrogation) are out to do 
the least amount of work possible 
for the most gain. Most burglars 
admit they consider 3 minutes work 
on a lock or other security device to 
be their absolute maximum “safe” 
time. 

Good locks, properly used, are the 
factor that forces a burglar to pass 
up your home and look for easy 
pickings elsewhere.

Consumers' Guideline 
answers her question

The young woman wanted to keep her new sports 
car looking brand new for years. Although she’d 
heard that she should get it rustproofed, she really 
didn’t know' enough about it to make up her mind. 

That’s why she called the Consumers Council 
Guideline recently with questions about rust- 
proofing 

As the Guideline counselor explained, a rust- 
proofing shop uses a sealant to help keep rust from 
forming Although the visible rust is the most ob- 
vious, most rust begins on the inner surfaces of the 
car. Consequently, these sections also need to be 
coated with the gelatin-like material rustproofers 
use to seal off the car from rust. To do this, a 
rustproofer either removes some of the decorative 
trim panels on the car or drills small holes in cer- 
tain spots to gain access to the inside of the car. 

A sealant material is then applied. This substance 
settles on the surface to form a protective coating 
against moisture and chemicals which cause rust. 

Before deciding on a particular shop, consumers 
should ask to see some work which the rustproofer 
had done The rustproofing solution should cover 
the seams and welded areas of the car The rust- 
proofer should be able to provide the names and 
telephone numbers of satisfied customers. Con- 


sumers can then call to see if these people are 
satisfied with the job. 

One of the most important things to shop for is the 
warranty w r hich is offered by the rustproofer. 
Misunderstandings about the terms and limitations 
of the warranty often lead to problems later bet- 
ween the shop and the customer. 

Consumers should find out beforehand exactly 
which parts of the car are covered by the warranty. 
Some warranties cover the whole car while others 
only cover the parts of the car w r hich are sprayed 
w ith the sealant. Some shops require the consumer 
to bring the car w hich are sprayed with the sealant. 
Some shops require the consumer to bring the car in 
for a periodic inspection. If this is the case, it is up to 
the consumer to ask if there is a charge for these 
check-ups 

If a nationally franchised rustproofing shop does 
the job, consumers should be sure the warranty is 
backed by the company itself — not just the in- 
dividual franchise. This way, warranty service still 
can be obtained, if there is a move to another area.

Clerk hopes to cut costs 


If Romulus Clerk Leonard J 
Folmar is successful, the city will 
soon have at least one electronic 
typewriter, which although ex- 
pensive, will prove to be a “cost- 
saving” device for his office and 
others in city government. 

Priced at roughly $5,000, the 
machine can duplicate any typed 
material from a stored memory 
bank. Folmar explained it can be 
used in preparation of minutes of 
various government departments 
and in preparation and changes 
of city ordinances. 

“Currently, in the clerk’s of- 


fice, minutes are typed a 
minimum of four times. Using 
the electronic typewriter, we 
would only have to type to 
original and then make repeat 
copies,” he said. 

Folmar will report back to 
council, giving it the funding 
sources it requested, various 
purchase options, and names of 
various companies which 
manufacture similar machines^ 

The clerk said purchase of an 
electronic typewriter would 
eliminate the need for hiring of 
additional typists by the city. 


New subdivision eyed 


A residential home builder has 
approached the city of Romulus, 
expressing an interest in buying 
urban renewal property in the 
north end of the community for 
construction of up to 250 houses. 

Joseph C. Hasenau of Hasenau 
Homes, Northville, met with the 
city attorney and city engineer to 
identify sites for three model 
homes he would like to build on 65 
to 70 x 125 foot lots in an area 


bounded by Beverly, Van Bom, 
Howe and Chamberlain. 

The area contains some houses 
and some sites previously 
cleared of rundown dwellings. 

Hasenau will report back to 
council which will make the 
decision of whether to sell him 
the land. Should he be permitted 
to buy the land, he will have to go 
through customary channels to 
have his construction project 
approved.

position since his election in 1975, 
cited his new job as personnel and 
employee relations manager in the 
Romulus Community Schools as his 
main reason for resigning. 

He also resigned as a member of 
the Housing and Redevelopment 
Commission. Prior to his election as 
mayor, LeCesne was a city coun- 
cilman from 1968-1975. 

After the pledge of allegiance to 
the flag, LeCesne told the audience 
he had a statement to make. Even 
though he had tried to keep his 
resignation as quiet as possible, 
news of it leaked out over the 
weekend, and members of the 
audience knew what was coming. 

Because of the demands of his new 
position with Romulus Schools in 
which he negotiates with five unions 
and more than 600 employees, 
LeCesne told his fellow councilmen 
on May 4 that he wanted to resign at 
the end of this month. However, 
increasing demands on his time, 
plus the fact he’s attempting to 
complete his studies at the 
University of Michigan on a doc- 
torate degree, prompted him to 
resign at Tuesday night’s meeting. 

He did it with reluctance and 
mixed feelings and his resignation 
was accepted “with regrets” by the 
council. 

Reading from a prepared 
statement, LeCesne praised all 
those who had made his job as 
mayor a lot easier. 

“For the past 12 years I have 
served the city in my capacity, first 
as a member of the board of zoning 
and housing appeals, as a city 
councilman and now as mayor of 
Inkster,” he said. “Earlier this 
month I indicated to the council my 
intention to vacate my position as 
mayor of the city effective tonight. 

“My decision to resign is due to 
the fact that I’ve accepted a new 
position with the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools as their personnel 
and employee relations manager in 
February and have come to realize 
that I cannot do both jobs and give 
equal justice to both jobs.” 

Then he mentioned he was com- 
pleting work on his doctorate and 
getting ready to write his disser- 
tation this summer. 

“It’s simply impossible to do all, 
so in fairness to the city. Romulus 
and myself, I was forced to make a 
choice.” 

With the vote on the proposed 
charter just around the corner, some 
on the council and others were 
disappointed with the timing of 
LeCesne’s resignation, although

they understand completely his 
position and wish him well An all- 
out battle is expected to be waged by 
those for the new charter and by 
those against it. 

LeCesne told the Ledger-Star that 
perhaps his resignation at this time 
would work out for the best. 

“Maybe the people of Inkster will 
now be able to take a good objective 
look at the proposed charter and not 
see it in the light of a Bivens versus 
LeCesne type of thing,” he said 
Tuesday afternoon. Edward Bivens 
Jr. is the one LeCesne defeated in 
the 1975 mayoral race and may run 
again. 

In his announcement Tuesday 
night, LeCesne praised and thanked 
the council for their support and 
confidence over the years. 

Turning to his colleagues at the 
council table, he said: “You are 
truly professionals and a fine group 
to work with. 

“Secondly, I’d like to thank all of 
the citizens of Inkster, not just 
supporters, for helping me to 
become a better person and 
hopefully a better public servant. 

“To all of the city employees who 
helped to make my job easy and 
make me look good by doing their’s 
so well. And last, but certainly not 
least, to my wife, Gale, who for the 
past four years especially, fielded 
all of my calls, ran interference and 
more importantly, filled in for me as 
a father to my two sons as I tended 
to the city’s business.” 

LeCesne closed by saying: “I’m 
not sure just how much more they 
will see of me now, with five unions 
and more than 600 employees in 
Romulus School District to deal 
with, but I’m sure it will be more 
than before at least 

“Again, let me say thank you for 
the opportunity to serve you. Thank 
you for 3Vfe of the best years of my 
life.” 

When he finished his statement, 
LeCesne said he would entertain a 
motion to accept his resignation. 

Councilman James Colleran said: 
“Without spending time to state why 
you should stay, I move we accept 
the mayor’s resignation with 
regrets.” He was supported by 
William Daniels, and it passed 
unanimously. 

LeCesne then was appointed 
temporary chairman for the purpose 
of nominating someone to complete 
the unexpired six months of his term 
as mayor. Daniels was approved 
unanimously as Inkster’s new 
mayor. 

LeCesne then turned the gavel 
over to Daniels. 


“This gavel may be small, but it 
sure is heavy,” he said in reference 
to the responsibilities of the Mayor’s 
position. 

“Mr. Mayor, you’ve done a fine 
job,” Daniels said in accepting the 
gavel. “You have kept the council 
straight and kept your temper and 
poise in difficult situations. I hope to 


serve as well as you have in un- 
swervingly doing my duty.” 

LeCesne shook hands with each 
member of the council and waved 
goodbye before departing out of the 
council chambers as the small 
audience applauded. 

Colleran was then nominated and 
unanimously approved as Mayor 
Pro-Tern.

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Fiscal 

report 

rejected 


A fiscal report from the Wayne 
County Board of Auditors meant 
eventually for consideration by the 
State Municipal Finance Com- 
mission (MFC) has been disap- 
proved by the County Board of 
Commissioners. 

Sitting as the Ways and Means 
Committee, the commissioners 
rejected the report that forecast a 
potential $19.5 million deficit based 
on departmental expenitures during 
the first four months of this fiscal 
year, but also anticipating sup- 
plemental appropriations to cover 
unallocated spending. 

The commissioners instead asked 
for revisions in the report that would 
more clearly identify and separate 


expected over-expenditures from 
actual budget allocations decided 
last December 

On Board Chairman Richtrd E 
Manning’s recommendatic n for 
more study, the report was sent 
back to Ways and Means from a full 
board. It also was Manning’s Ways 
and Means motion that retun ed the 
report to the auditors for char ge. 

“The auditors should resti dy the 
report. It reflects overspending by 
the courts and the Sheriff, and in- 
dicates their failure to abide by the 
orders of this Board in its budget 
message,” Manning said. 

Manning said that if the board 
approved the report as submitted: 
“It would be saving that regardless 


of who spends what, we will fund it. 
It would seem that we are afraid to 
say that those who do overspend do 
it at their own peril. 

“We have already said (to all 
departments), ‘You must contain 
your spending within the allowed 
limits we have announced over and 
over/ Why do we have to repeat this 
50 to 100 times a year?” 

In urging referral back to the 
auditors, Manning reiterated in- 
fluence of the MFC and Gov. 
Milliken on the Wayne County 
financial crisis. Under threat of 
what is more-or-less receivership, 
the MFC this fiscal year permits the 
county only minor budget changes, 
and Milliken says he will deny 


proposed state aid without some 
fundamental re-organization and a 
firm show of more budget respon- 
sibility. 

“The Governor is playing ‘hard 
ball', and in the absence of some 
positive action on our part, he will 
veto or say no to us,’’ Manning 
emphasized. “We need this different 
kind of fiscal review to segregate 
those who have spending problems, 
so that the Governor will not be 
saying no to us, but will be saying no 
to those who have not been 
authorized to spend.” 

He said the county is 
“realistically” only about $13 or $14 
million out of balance, “but if we 
give up $6-7 million more we will 


have to tell employees in other 
departments that they must go 
because they are not as important as 
the courts. ’’ 

Commissioner Maty E. Dumas 
(R-Livonia) called the $19 5 million 
projection inappropriate. 

“We are not in a deficit and will 
not be until all our money is gone. 
What we have budgeted was 
published in a big yellow* book that is 
our constitutional obligation. We 
want a report that will clearly tell 
the MFC about overexpenditures, 
and let the courts and the Sheriff 
explain away those amounts.” 

Added Mrs. Dumas: “It is not an 
appropriation deficiency, but in 
reality a projected cost-overun.”

saying that the 
bikepath extension will 
terminate at Ford Road 
near Evergreen in 
Dearborn, close to 
Henry Ford Community 
College, the University 
of Michigan - Dearborn, 
the Fairlane Town 
Center and Greenfield 
Village. 


“Hopefully, in the 
future, the bikepath can 
be extended to lead 
directly to these areas,” 
he said. 


Additionally, bi- 
cyclists using the 34- 
mile bikepath which 
runs along the 1-275 
Freeway from Novi to 
Monroe soon will be able 
to cross over to the 
existing Hines Drive 
bikepath. Hines Drive 
and 1-275 intersect near 
the City of Plymouth, 
and connections bet- 
ween the two bikepaths 
now are under con- 
struction.

Bike 

path 

grows 


There’s good news for 
bicyclists of all ages 
who enjoy cycling in 
Western Wayne County. 

Bicycle enthusiasts 
soon will be able to 
pedal down a 17 Vfe mile 
bikepath running the 
entire length of Edward 
N. Hines Drive from 
Northville to Dearborn. 

Presently, cyclists 
can use a bikepath that 
runs along Hines Drive 
for seven miles from a 
point just south of Seven 
Mile Road in Northville 
to Newburg Road in 
Livonia. 

But $150,000 worth of 
construction will begin 
late this summer or fall 
on a lOVfe mile extension 
of that bikepath from 
Newburg Road to the 
terminus of Hines Drive 
at Ford Road in 
Dearborn. 

This construction 
project by the Wayne 
County Road Com- 
mission is made 
possible by an amend- 
ment to the capital 
outlay budget that was 
passed by the 
legislature last year. 
Rep. Richard Young of 
Dearborn Heights and 
Sen. William Faust of 
Westland worked on 
passage of that 
amendment, which 
provided $350,000 for 
construction of the 
bikepath. 

Of that $350,000 sum, 


$200,000 is to be used to 
secure a matching 
$200,000 federal grant, 
which brings the total 
cost for the con- 
struction project to 
$550,000. The federal 
grant money will 
hopefully be secured 
sometime this June. 

The Hines Drive 
bikepath extension is 
important for a couple 
of reasons, Faust said. 

“First, bicycling is a 
booming recreational 
activity, and bike riders 
need safe areas to do 
their riding,” he ex- 
plained. “The scenic 
and recreational areas 
along Hines Drive are 
perfect for cycling, but 
somewhat unsafe 
because of the high 
volume of motor traffic 
along Hines Drive. 

“Bikepaths, which 
are eight feet wide and 
constructed of asphalt, 
provide safe avenues of 
travel for both bicyclists 
and the many joggers 
who also use the paths. 

“Secondly, because of 
the growing pinch on 
gasoline supplies, more 
and more people will be 
seeking recreation 
closer to home. Ex- 
tension of the Hines 
Drive bikepath will add 
another recreational 
activity in the Hines 
Park area for people of 
Northville, Plymouth, 
Livonia.

Some explorers are going to try to 
scale Mount Ararat again this 
summer in the hope of locating 
Noah’s ark.

Arboretum include the “brickyard” 
beautification project and 
greenhouse research facilities in 
Washington, D.C. Plans are also 
underway for a National Herb 
Garden and a Legendre Deciduous 
Shrub Garden. The arboretum is 
open to the public.

Archeologists who dug out the 
ancient city of Babylon in Iraq in the 
1920s found numerous tower-like 
structures.

Council's 'scrimping' minimizes layoffs

A bonus of $675,000 in newly 
“found” revenue, plus a decision to 
cut the ending balance to less than .2 
percent, has allowed the Westland 
City Council to approve a fiscal 
budget that reduced layoffs in the 
City to only eight. 

Originally, it looked like some 35 
persons would lose their jobs, not to 
mention more than a dozen vacant 
jobs (the result of a hiring freeze) 
that would not be filled. 

Those jobs still won’t be filled, but 
the council has managed to fund 
many more jobs than expected when 
the mayor first submitted his 
proposed budget April 1. Since April, 
revenue sources, particularly state 
shared revenues, have increased. 

But even as the council passed this 
budget Monday night, the city 
leaders warned of severe times and 
the inevitability of many layoffs 
next year, and possibly still this 
year, if any unforeseen expenses 
arise. 

An ending fund balance in a 
budget is set aside to take care of 
those unexpected expenses that 
come up through the year. Leaving 
only a $27,000 ending balance out of a 
$15.8 million general fund is 
“frightening,” as Council President 
Robert Wagner put it. 

And Mayor Thomas Taylor 
warned the citizens that if any un- 
foreseen expenses do come up, 
causing the balance to go below 
$25,000, he will have to lay off em- 
ployees. 

The warning included a direct 
message to the three public safety 
unions whose contracts are not 
settled (negotiations have been 
going on for nearly a year). Two of 
those unions, the Westland Police 
Officers Association (WPOA) and 
Fire Fighters Association, are 
meeting with the city in last-ditch 
efforts to bargain contracts, but 
there is a strong likelihood of ar- 
bitration. especially with the WPOA. 
The other police union, the 
Lieutenants and Sergeants 
Association, has not been 
negotiating, since their wage 
package hinges on the WPOA set- 
tlement. 


Taylor said he has budgeted seven 
percent economic increases for 
those contract settlements, and if 
the final percentage is higher, the 
money to pay for them will come 
from layoffs. In effect, he put the 
responsibility for layoffs within the 
ranks onto the unions. 

“During council deliberations 
over the past two months, the unions 
made presentations to the council. A 


common thread through those 
presentations was opposition to 
layoffs because of the effect they 
would have on the community,” 
Taylor said. “The council has found 
ways to keep almost all those 
positions, and in doing so has put the 
city into the toughest financial 
position it has ever been in. 

“The council and administration 
made a sincere good faith effort, and 


now- the responsibility is on the 
bargaining units to show good 
faith.” 

The adopted budget contains no 
layoffs in the fire department 
(although some positions would 
remain unfilled), three layoffs in 
police ( nine had been proposed), and 
four or five in Local 1602 (whose 
contract already is settled). 

The presidents of the three public 



safety unions, all present at the 
meeting, were pleased that the 
proposed layoff list was so 
drastically reduced, but angry that 
the mayor is placing the burden of 
failure of the city budget on the 
bargaining units. 

“None of us deserved those 
comments by the mayor,” said 
Steve Frazer, WPOA president. “It 
was an implied threat.” 

Not only will contract settlement 
affect the budget, but any unex- 
pected crisis could set the adopted 
budget on its ear. 

But, Wagner explained that “the 
main consensus of the council was to 
put as many people back to work as 
possible.” 

It was loss of $850,000 in federal 
CETA funds that caused the largest 
decrease in revenue this year. Next 
year, there is another probable loss 
of funding, $850,000 in revenue 
sharing, that the city expects, the 
council pointed out. So the council is 


warning a full year in advance that 
the worst is yet to come. 

As mentioned, the vote was to 
keep the Fire Department operating 
the emergency rescue, service, with 
the provision that residents be 
charged $25 per run. It is not un- 
common for cities to charge for the 
service to offset costs. 

The city also will be able to retain 
its $140,000 traffic grant in the police 
department now, because the city 
showed “maintenance of effort” in 
pouring over the budget, and 
devoted Saturday and Sunday to 
day-long final sessions. 

Most of the council adjustments 
had to do with adding employees, 
and cutting program expenses such 
as educational fund (for department 
heads), a community promotion 
program for the police department, 
and a decrease in allocation for 
professional services in engineering. 

Wagner noted that some council 
members spent as many as 60 hours

County sets up centra! enrollment center 


Wayne County has opened a new 
central enrollment services center 
for residents seeking employment 


under the Comprehensive Em- 
ployment and Training Act (CETA). 
Known as the Wayne County 


Know your law 


(This is one in a series of public 
service articles explaining, in 
general terms, a provision of 
Michigan law. Individuals who wish 
to determine the effect of any law on 
their private legal affairs should 
consult with a private attorney. )

Each year the insurance needs of 
Michigan’s elderly citizens grow as 
the Social Security Administration 
increases deductibles and co-pay 
requirements for the elderly This 
means the cost of health care — for 
both hospitals and physicians — are 
increasing. 

To alleviate the possibility of large 
medical payments and reduce the 
possible financial burden of such 
costs, those who rely on medicare 
can purchase medicare com- 
plementary coverage, which will 
pay all or part of the deductible and 
co-pay requirements for the elderly. 

In the past year there have been 
major developments affecting 
medicare recipients who generally 
live on fixed incomes. One such 
development occurred in February 
1978, when Michigan Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield changed policy and 
refused to insure medicare 
recipients who had not previously 
been insured by the company. 

I immediately instituted legal 
action to prevent the Blues, refusing- 
to insure medicare recipients. Since 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield presently 
have 70 percent of the medicare 
complementary market — and their 


present rate is the lowest for this 
coverage — the outcome of this 
lawsuit was extremely important to 
those relying on medicare. 

Another major development is the 
Michigan Legislature’s enactment 
of a law requiring all commercial 
insurance companies to provide 
insurance to all elderly citizens who 
apply. 

Therefore, at the present time, 
any senior citizen of this state 
receiving medicare benefits may 
purchase medicare complementary 
insurance from Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield or from any other com- 
mercial insurance company. 

There have been, however, many 
reported instances of fraud com- 
mitted upon unsuspecting medicare 
recipients who are sold useless in- 
surance policies, or policies whose 
combined benefits are practically 
useless. 

Therefore, if you are interested in 
purchasing medicare com- 
plementary insurance, I suggest 
using caution. As I have pointed out, 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield coverage 
has the lowest premium rates. The 
cost of the insurance is $13.83 per 
month. 

You can obtain more information 
by calling a local Blue Cross or Blue 
Shield office or your personal 
commerical insurance agent. If you 
have questions or problems about 
the coverage offered, or suspect that 
you have been defrauded, contact 
the Insurance Bureau, of the State of 
Michigan. 


Office of Manpower’s Central Intake 
Unit, the center is located in J 
Building on the grounds of Wayne 
County General Hospital-Eloise at 
Michigan and Merriman Roads in 
Westland. 

Tlie new center will permit WCOM 
staff members to assess each in- 
dividual applicant for participation 
in any of the more than 65 programs 
run under the seven distinct title 
classifications of CETA funding. 
Those who qualify for CETA may be 
placed in job training situations that 
range from governmental work to 
audio-visual technician duties. 

Arthur Lewis, director of WCOM, 
said the qualifications for par- 
ticipation vary by program 
category, but certain criteria are 
relevant to all CETA applicants. 
Lewis said that all applicants must 
be: 

— Residents of Wayne County 
(excluding Detroit, Dearborn and 
Livonia) for at least 30 days; 

— Unemployed for a substantial 
period of time (usually 10 to 20 
weeks prior to application); 

— Economically disadvantaged, 
having an annual family income that 
ranges from a maximum of $3,400 
for a family of one to $10,000 for a 
family of six. 

Individuals who meet these 


crite ria and are interested in a 
CETa job should contact the Central 
Intake Unit at 326-6130 for additional 
information, he added 
Of the new center WCOM Deputy 
Director Edward R. Koch said: 
"The new Central Intake Unit 
permits us to more fully serve the 
needs of CETA applicants in a 
location closer to their homes. The 
center affords us the opportunity to 


offer them the full range of CETA 
training programs and supportive 
services. We now have a better 
chance to place participants in the 
training situation most beneficial to 
each individual." 

The CETA legislation originally 
was passed by Congress in 1973 to 
provide training and eventual 
placement opportunities to in- 
dividuals who could be classified as 


“hard-core unemployed” and-or 
economically disadvantaged. 
Congress passed the act in response 
to the high unemployment rate 
prevalent at the time It has con- 
tinued as a training program 
designed to ease the unemployment 
rate and provide its participants 
with salable job skills through 
special instructional programs and 
on-the-job training

WHEREAS : It is unconscionable to the Mayor and City Council of the City of 
Romulus, that the Federal Aviation Association would compromise the 
safety of a single air traveler by delaying the replacement of outdated air 
traffic control equipment, a compromise which could result in the loss of 
hundreds of air travelers lives and-or untold number of lives of citizens of the 
Gty of Romulus, or citizens of surrounding communities ; and 
WHEREAS: The Federal Aviation has funded and continues to approve 
expansion to the Detroit Wayne County Metropolitan Airport encouraging 
expanded air travel; subsequently, disproportionately increasing op- 
portunity for disaster; and

the process of a study designed to support the construction of new terminals,

sibilities to the public with comments indicating that the airport has a good 
safety record. Prior to March 28, 1979, Three Mile Island was thought to have 
a good safety record. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: By the City Council of the city of 
Romulus, in behalf of the 30,000 residents of our community and the 4,000,000 
residents of our region, that we implore, if not demand, that the Federal 
Aviation Association and-or the Wayne County Road Commission assume, 
carry out, their responsibility to the public and take steps forthwith to 
replace the anticipated equipment currently in use at the Detroit Wayne 
County Metropolitan Airport.

— Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Executive Protection Program, 
commonly called POP, under the 
direction of Sgt. Raymond Meggee, 
is in its third year of training police 
agencies from around the county in 
anti -terrorist procedures. Con- 
ducted at the former Wayne County 
Child Development Center, the 
program has trained more than 800 
police in sophisticated terrorist 
tactics, including helicopter, 
parachute and bomb attacks. 


— The Wayne County Office on 
Aging Tele-Care program helps 
older people live alone without 
danger. A telephone call at a pre- 
arranged hour provides a regular 
check on the person’s well being. 

— Mock Disaster Drills through 
the Wayne County Road Com- 
mission tests the coordination of fire 
fighters, rescue teams, military 
aviation personnel and professional 
hospital personnel at 11 Wayne and 
Washtenaw County hospitals and 
private emergency ambulance 
services in the event of a real 
disaster. 

— The Vial of Life program 
through the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners provided kits which 
contained medical information 
sheets for each family member to be 


placed in a small pill bottle and kept 
in the family refrigerator. The 
purpose was to assist medical crews 
in a home emergency. 

— Cooperative Reimbursement 
Program, a program of the Friend 
of the Court, Family Support 
Division that has saved more than 
$100 million during the last six 
years. The program helps enforce 
support obligations of absent 
parents whose families receive 
public assistance. 

— Dental Health Care Center, part 
of the County Department of Health 


which achieved major im- 
provements in both quality and 
quantity of care for youngsters, as 
well as upgrading of equipment and 
physical surroundings for patients. 

— Blood Pressure Control 
Program, a free clinic that is suc- 
cessfully treating 60 percent of those 
found to have hypertension. 

— Sacred Heart Women’s Day 
Care Center, an alcohol abuse 
treatment facility for women which 
takes into consideration their 
special problems and needs due to 
child care and job responsibilities.

Birthday 

license plates 

A program which will eventually revolutionize Michigan’s 
method of issuing license plates will get underway this Fall, but 
the long, last minute lines will endure for one “last hurrah" in 
1980. 

Secretary of State Richard H. Austin said that after the 1980 
phase-in year, the state’s new “birthday” registration program 
“will smooth out and vehicle owners will be paying for 12 month 
registrations." 

Why change to “birthday” license system? 

The answers are manifold, according to Austin, but the main 
reason is better service to the public in making the job of ob- 
taining plates easier. The system is designed to eliminate the long 
lines which have plagued Michigan motorists for years and have 
been a source of inconvenience and annoyance. 

"This is not the only benefit,” Austin noted. “It will help the 
Michigan Department of State maintain a more even level of 
service to the public through the entire year; reduce the extra 
costs of last minute plate buying; and allow registration files to be 
updated more rapidly, increasing their usefulness to law en- 
forcement agencies.” 

It should save more money in the long run, as well, because it 
will eliminate hiring and training temporary employees by the 
Department of State to handle the last-minute “rushes”. And the 
much less hectic system should result in a significantly lower 
error rate in processing registrations. 

Birthday registrations will affect the vast majority . . . 
estimates are well over 95 percent ... of Michigan’s 7.5-million 
vehicles. It will take in all privately owned passenger vehicles 
and all individually owned pickup trucks, vans and trailers. 

Excluded are commercial vehicles such as large trucks, semi- 
trucks, buses, and trailers owned by a company or other non- 
individual owners. Expiration date for these vehicles will con- 
tinue to be the last day of February. Expiration date for motor- 
cycles, ham radio operator plates and personalized plates will 
continue to be March 31 and are also excluded from the "bir- 
thday” system. 

According to Austin, the birthday expiration date was chosen 
because it is easily remembered. Every fourth year, too, persons 
will be able to renew their driver license at the same time. It also 
provides for a more even number of registrations each month 
which make the issuing process quick and efficient. 

Austin anticipates only one possible time where there might be 
some confusion on the new system and that is during the phase- 
in period during which a person’s registration may vary from 
seven to 19 months, depending on birthdate. Fees, while un- 
changed, will vary based on the number of months the vehicle is 
registered.

Vanpoo/s pushed by legislature

One of the most practical ways to conserve 
gasoline in face of the serious shortfalls that 
have been predicted is to join an employer 
sponsored vanpool to get to and from work. 

These vanpool programs are springing up all 
around Michigan and last week, I sponsored a 
series of bills to make it easier on employers and 
employees to form and join these programs. 

The bills provide a gas tax and sales tax 
exemption and a state income tax and single 
business tax credit as incentives to employees 
and employers interested in sponsoring vanpool 
programs. In addition, the bills clarify questions 
regarding vanpool insurance and workers’ 
compensation. 

Employers in Michigan have already ex- 
pressed a good deal of interest in vanpooling. 
The state has a program about a year old and the 
Governor recently asked the Legislature to 
appropriate half a million dollars to implement a 
ride sharing program that could save as much as 
22 million gallons of gas each month. Law 
sponsored the ridesharing legislation last year 
and initiated research to develop the present 
program. 

Corporations such as Chrysler, Detroit Edison 


and Michigan Bell have all sponsored vanpools. 

These six bills will make it more attractive to 
other smaller businesses by providing sub- 
stantial incentives and removing certain ob- 
stacles. 

I’m sure you’ll agree the ridesharing 
programs benefit the general public in addition 
to employers and employees. The programs can 
reduce parking needs and are valuable in 
recruiting and retaining employees by reducing 
the overall transportation costs. 

Under the provisions of the six bills, van- 
poolers would be entitled to a refund on the tax 
they pay on gasoline to operate the van 
throughout the year. 

Employers would receive a state income tax 
credit to offset their ridesharing costs and 
contributions, as well as a credit on the single 
business tax for the net costs paid or accrued for 
organizing, promoting and administering a 
vanpool program. Vanpool vehicles with a 
seating capacity of 15 persons would qualify for a 
state sales tax exemption. 

Vanpool programs would also be exempt from 
the no-fault insurance law, as are school buses, 
public transportation services and taxicabs. The 


responsibility for passenger injuries would be 
shifted to the passenger’s personal automobile 
insurance policy. 

Employees injured while traveling between 
home and work in an employer sponsored 
vanpool would not be eligible for increased 
workers’ compensation coverage under the 
proposed legislation. 

Conservation of gasoline is substantial, and the 
air quality will improve with fewer cars on the 
road, while traffic congestion would be reduced. 

A recent Harris survey indicated that 
Americans, by better than a three- to-one 
margin, favor legislation that would encourage 
people to carpool to and from work. 

People are becoming very concerned about 
energy shortages and want assurances that 
government is ready to move if the situation 
worsens. 

This proposed legislation would make it easier 
to save gas and promote a systematic plan to 
substantially increase ridesharing. 

It could prove to be one of the most important 
steps we take in the face of serious energy 
shortages. 


Displaced homemakers help

As Chairman of the Senate Labor Committee, I 
am pleased that help for Michigan homemakers 
who want to re-enter the job market soon will be 
available at three centers throughout the state. 

They are the Women’s Resource Center in 
Grand Rapids, the Displaced Homemakers 
Multi-Purpose Service Center at Macomb 
Community College and the Marquette-Alger 
Intermediate School District. 

The centers will receive a total of $500,000 in 
state money from the Department of Labor to 
provide job counseling, vocational testing, 
training programs, money management advice 
and other support services. 

The funding for this important new program 
was authorized by the Legislature following last 
year’s passage of a bill creating a counseling and 
job training program for housewives who find 
that they must enter the job market to support 
themselves following a divorce of their 
husband’s death. 


These women, who are considered to be 
"displaced homemakers,” often are too young 
for Social Security and they may have little or no 
job training and work experience or outdated 
skills that will make it very difficult for them to 
find work. 

It is estimated by the Department of Labor 
that there are 70,000 to 90,000 of these women in 
Michigan who could potentially benefit from 
such a counseling and job training program. 

I believe that the establishment of these 
centers, which are scheduled to open later this 
summer, will be an important and necessary 
step in helping these women to acquire the skills 
necessary to enter the job market and establish 
economic independence for themselves. Of 
course, this also will be beneficial to Michigan’s 
economy. 

To be eligible for help at these centers, a 
woman must be widowed, divorced or the wife of 


a handicapped person and have worked at home 
for the past 10 years. 

If she has children, the youngest child must be 
within two years of getting off A DC. Let me 
mention that men also will be eligible for this 
assistance if they meet the criteria. 

The counseling and training provided by the 
centers will be tailored to the skills of each in- 
dividual and will also be based on the kinds of job 
opportunities that are available. State officials 
are hoping that each center will be able to help 
approximately 200 persons during the first year 
of operation. 

The purpose of this program is to help in- 
dividuals and to demonstrate that with the ap- 
propriate counseling and job training these 
women can successfully obtain employment. I 
hope that the women who can benefit from this 
program will utilize it.

I would like to take my child and leave, 
but I don’t have the money or means to get 
far enough away and change my identity 
so he could not find us. I know for sure if he 
did find us he would kill us.

DEAR HELP, 

Get out! Take your child and leave 
immediately. There is no reason for you 
and your child to suffer abuse! Education, 
job or money won’t help you if you are not 
around to enjoy them. People have no idea 
just how much trauma their bodies can 
tolerate and they should never tolerate 
any. 

U you are afraid your husband would try 
to hurt you if you left, there are some 
homes and emergency shelters 
established for just these circumstances. 
They will arrange for you and your child to 
be taken care of, help you get on your feet, 
arrange for counseling and not let him 
know your whereabouts. 

Legal aid services are also available for 
persons who cannot afford an attorney. 
Counseling can also be arranged for your 
husband. He is ill and needs help but you 
don’t have to stay with him while he gets it.

Fora close- to-home glimpse of the 
world, tour Michigan and see the 
Dutch windmill at Holland, taste the 
Polish kielbasa in Hamtramck and 
listen to some German oom-pa-pa 
music at Frankenmuth, suggests 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

Before the French arrived in 
Detroit, Muskegon and St. Ignace in 
the 17th Centrury, it was the Indians 
who ruled the land. Bay Mills in the 
Upper Peninsula is one of only a few 
Indian reservations remaining in the 
state. 

Street signs with Polish names are 
reminders of the people who settled 
in Posen, a tiny northeast Michigan 
community which calls itself the 
“Potato Capital of the World.” Only 
Polish is spoken in many stores 
along Hamtramck’s Joseph Campau 
Avenue although Ukrainian is the 
language heard in some Hamtramck 
homes. 

Finnish is spoken along with 
English at Hancock’s Suomi College, 


which was founded by descendents 
of immigrants who worked in 
Copper Country mines. Iron 
Mountain, another Upper Peninsula 
town, was founded by Italian im- 
migrants who came to work in the 
mines after iron ore was discovered 
there in 1879. 

The Greek Orthodox crosses of 
Holy Trinity Church are reminders 
of the people who settled in Lansing 
in 1890. Detroit’s Greektown 
restaurants attract thousands who 
come to listen to Greek music and 
sample delicacies like souvlaki, 
shish kebab and baklava. * 

The rich farmlands near Saginaw 
lured Latino laborers, and many 
stayed to become an integral part of 
that city’s culture. Michigan’s auto 
plants lured many people from other 
lands, including the Latinos, who 
settled along Detroit’s Bagley 
Avenue, and the Lebanese, who 
moved to Flint in large numbers. 

The Detroit area is home to other 


Mideast i m m igra nts — the 
Chaldeans, the Palestinian Arabs 
and the Israelis. Dearborn has the 
largest concentration of Palestinian 
Arabs in the nation. Oak Park is 
home to many Israeli immigrants 

Although Ypsilanti is a Greek 
name, the English went there to 
build mills along the Huron River 
Railroad construction lured Chinese 
immigrants to Jackson. 

Despite its name, which means 
"light” in Norwegian, the tiny 
Washtenaw County community of 
Hell sometimes has the state’s 
coldest temperatures in winter. 
Tourists leave town with bumper 
stickers or t-shirts proclaiming, "I 
was in Hell.” 

While Holland is Michigan’s most 
famous Dutch community, Grand 
Rapids and Zeeland also have large 
Dutch populations and their 
telephone directories list dozens of 
Van Dams, Van Dykes, Vandervliets 


and Vander Meulens. 

Port Huron’s foundries and other 
industries attracted many im- 
migrants from Russia in the early 
1900s. 

It’s easy to see how Southeast 
Michigan’s scenic Irish Hills area 
got its name. Settled in the 1830s by 
immigrants who had fled Ireland’s 
potato crop failures and famines, the 
area was so named by a minister 
because its gentle slopes and 
sparkling lakes reminded him of his 
native land. 

Saris, dashikis and other native 
dress are a familiar sight on the Ann 
Arbor campus of the University of 
Michigan, which attracts students 
from around the world. 

Whether it’s the "gemutlichkeit” 
of Frankenmuth or the wooden shoes 
of Holland, these reminders of the 
state’s proud ethnic heritage make 
traveling through Michigan like 
traveling the world.

Grow 
a herb 
garden 


Looking for a way to 
give fresh summer 
vegetables a little extra 
zip? How about growing 
a few herbs? 

J. Lee Taylor, Ex- 
tension Horticulturist at 
Michigan State 
University, points out 
that herbs don’t need 
much space. You can 
grow them in a flower 
pot on a sunny win- 
dowsill, in a flower bed, 
as part of a vegetable 
garden or in boxes on a 
porch or patio 
Most herbs do well 
even in poor soil, as long 
as it’s fairly well 
drained. A small patch 
by the back door, where 
they’ll be handy to the 
kitchen, makes a good 
companion to a small 
salad garden. Three or 
four plants of each herb 
should provide enough 
seasoning for the 
average family. 

Most herbs can be 
seeded directly into the 
garden in spring. Most 
annual herbs have to be 
replanted each year, 
though some — like 
chives and dill — will 
reseed themselves, 
Perennial herbs, once 
established, will cornel 
back year after year, 
alter year. 

Some herbs can also 
be propagated by 
cuttings and division. 
Clumps of chives, for 
instance, can easily be 
divided. Cuttings may 
be used in late summer 
to propagate some 
plants to grow indoors 
during the winter. Basil, 
chives, mint, parsley, 
sweet marjoram and 
rosemary usually are 
good choices for win- 
dowsill culture. 

When and how you 
harvest herbs depends 
on the plant and the part 
to be harvested. Leaves 
of some herbs, such as 
parsley and chives, are 
harvested for fresh 
seasoning. Simply snip 
leaves as needed as soon 
as plants are large 
enough to spare a few. 

Harvest herbs like 
rosemary and thyme by 
clipping the tops at full 
bloom. 

Basil, fennel, mint, 
sage, summer savory, 
sweet marjoram, 
tarragon and winter 
savory are best har- 
vested in the prebloom 
stage. 

The seeds of anise, 
coriander, dill, fennel 
and lovage should be 
harvested early in the 
ripening process, before 
the seed heads shatter. 

Herbs can be tied in 
loose bunches and hung 
in a well ventilated, 
dust-free room to dry; 
or they can be spread on 
hardware cloth, clean 
window screen or 
cheesecloth. Leaves 
may also be stripped 
from the stems and 
spread on flat trays. 

All herb drying should 
be done in a cool room, 
away from sources of 
artificial heat and 
sunlight. When leaves 
are dry and brittle, 
place them in tightly 
covered glass jars and 
store in a dark, cool 
location. If moisture 
forms inside the jar, 
more drying is needed
